Linotype Operations 


Quinn Boden has found that one 
operator setting one book the most 
eficient and cheapest way 
tion.

The difference 
spacing and close-spacing just ap- 
the trained reader. The uniformity 
gained with one operator setting the 
whole manuscript recommends this sys- 
tem over the multiple 
proach. 

The operator who works slow but 
with precision reality often the 
faster man. Consider especially the 
amount resetting and 
inserting, etc. which has wasted 
errors. 

Proofing all mats after the machinist 
has installed new font takes fifteen 
minutes, but can save lot more time 
corrections which would have 
made later for marred letters. This 
standard procedure many plants. 

Record keeping each 
operator logs his work 
hooked the machine. the same 
time also registers and condenses 
his report onto daily 
showing the progress made all ma- 
chines.

CHAIN POST BINDER differs princi- 
pully from the sectional post solid 
post that the post made 
accurately fitted steel links 
are both flexible 
The steel link posts may 
5/16” 3/8” diameter. 

These steel links extend through the 
tubular case and, means 
crank key and screw-threaded pusher, 
are retracted extended for compres- 
sion expansion the binder.

Work Simplification Studies Enables Binderies Step Profits Production 


EFFICIENT materials handling 
and production the bindery was one 
the major subjects discussed the 
46th annual convention the Litho- 
graphers National Assn. held Spring 
Lake, J., June 26-29. series 
skits and demonstrations Frank 
Myers Copifyer Lithograph Corp., 
Cleveland, and Charles Conrad 
Western Printing Lithographing Co., 
Wisc., stressed the principles 
“Work Simplification.” 

There were five steps the method 
simplifying work, and each these 
was demonstrated loose leaf as- 
sembly job, book cartoning problem, 
and label banding difficulty: 

Pick job improve. 

Break down, list all details. 
Challenge each detail. 

Work out new method. 
Apply new method. 


Book Cartoning 


Charles Conrad presented motion 
picture showing work 
methods used Western Printing 
Co.’s plant Racine, 
Wis. one job 144 books six dif- 
ferent titles had packed 
cartons. Formerly this was done 


Cross-handed confusion reigns packing sequence above with two 

girls working from the same set piles, while right, each 

handling only three stacks books, cross traffic eliminated 
completely and books are cartoned much faster. 
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two girls, each taking books from 
each six lots and packing them 
the cartons. Since the girls got each 
other’s way new method had 
devised. 

When the job was simplified each 
girl took books from three lots which 
were her side the table. Each 
girl filled half the carton and then 
pushed across the table. The other 
operator finished packing the rest 
books and then sealed the carton. 

Another bindery simplification pro- 
cedure was adopted the production 
inch-long paper loops which are 
attached memo pads hold pencils. 
paper tape from roll folded 
down the center and its ends sewn 
form the loop. Formerly the inch- 
long pieces were cut from the strips 
girls using shears. Output was in- 
using power chopping 
device. This took the strip directly 
from the sewing machine and cut it, 
thus avoiding the tedious hand opera- 
tion. 


Loose Leaf Assembly 


Sheet-insertion was the next difficulty, 
particularly when there was deadline 
80,000 books. Lifts 200 sheets 


had inserted threaded post 
binder with knurled circular nuts. The 
operator could produce only 
hour for one hand had hold the 
cover while the other picked the 
sheets one-half time and fitted the 
drilled holes over the binder posts. 
Then the nuts had screwed down 
one time while one hand held the 
book place. 

The first simplification suggestion 
was rectangular wooden gadget which 
held the binder position the girl 
could use both hands lift all the 
sheets, put them over the posts, and 
then screw down the posts with both 
hands.

Readying books for gilding 
Have your gilding boards beveled 
top. Screw out your press the 
full length, put one board the cheek 
the press. Set one half row books 
this board, use middle board 
these and set the other half 
row top this, with another board 
top. Lay row books carefully 
press when these rows are completed, 
and screw press tight possible. 


IV. Sandpapering 


For Bible paper, use 3-0 sandpaper. 
Wrap one half sandpaper around 
cork. Sandpaper each row books 
separately and down until the row 
books are smooth. Brush off with 
soft dust brush. 


Pasting 


Pasting somewhat difficult de- 
fine one must acquire skill. The 
paste usually mixture bole and 
water (usually red bole) and fills 
holes the paper and improves the 
quality the gilding. fine Bible 
paper such India, paste must 
thin, avoid chipping when edge 
completed. Use large bowl paste, 
stir water gradually paste until right 
consistency obtained. 

Dip sponge paste and over 
each row books, rub well, with 
the palm the hand. Let dry, and 
burnish down lightly with dull agate 
brush vigorously with dry nail 
brush. Then coat with glaire just be- 
for laying the gold. 


VI. Gold leaf laying 

Edges are now ready lay gold 
leaf, but care must taken not 
touch edges with hand, else grease 
from skin will prevent gold’s adher- 
ence. 

Put your cushion press, and take 
your gold frame hand, and lay 
gently gold leaf which will adhere 
the paper. Dip the 
brush the size and cover half row, 
size again but only the area the 
leaf. 


VII. Drying 


When slightly dry, rub down row 
books with strong paper that has 
been waxed one side. Follow with 
perhaps waxed leather and then rub 
down gold leaf with dull agate with 


wax side up. Care must taken not 
break the gold leaf mar it; 
too damp, wait few minutes. 


Waxing 


Caution again advised here! Be- 
fore waxing your edges, run your 
fingers along the sides your 
edges, likely that some dripping 
from your size may not yet have 
dried. 

make wax pad, use soft cloth, 
fold half, spread wax evenly. 

Wax the row books lightly. Cut 
some gold into small squares and patch 
any holes edges with camels hair 
brush, then use your size. When dry, 
wax again. 


IX. Burnishing edges 


sharp edge flint stone used 
cut the gold. and down each 
half row and until edges are 
completed, then use dull agate for 
polishing. Patching may again 
necessary here, when dry wipe off 
patches with wax pad and polish with 
dull agate. 

Take books out press, and gently 
tap each book cheek press 
open. Wipe off books with soft cloth. 


Coloring Edges 


Dissolve oz. aniline color three 
quarts hot water, stir few minutes. 
Tighten your press. Dip sponge 
color and over the edges the 
books. not flood your edges 
likely seep into the book.

USE AND library books 
have long been thorny problems for 
the librarian. While the customary 
saddle-sewed, cloth-covered 
good for many years usage, librari- 
ans have felt that cannot stand 
under the constant wear and tear 
daily library strain. 

Part the problem was met the 
use oversewing which greatly rein- 
forced the pages. This, with the use

Those books which, 
the librarian’s view, could not stand 
mediately sent the library bindery 
for rebinding. The absurdity hav- 
books bound edition binder 
and then torn apart rebound 
library binder was obvious all. But 
long libraries purchased specific 
titles handful lots sporadic 
basis, there was way overcoming 
economic senselessness.

“Side sewing not practical for 
any volume except very thin one, one 
with very wide inner margin. The 
very nature the stitching side 
sewing subject disaster; one 
broken thread means crippled book 
which must rebound. The over-sew- 
ing machine does its job well that 
this defect eliminated.” 


There seems little doubt that over- 
sewing will continue the most 
efficient sewing method for library 
books. Adhesive bindings (frequently 
called “Perfect binding,” after the 
Sheridan machine which used for 
it) being considered England but 
there little possibility for its use 
here. Thus far, prebounds 
lishers’ reinforced bindings are the 
only new developments the field 
library binding. But they indicate 
that even such conservative 
segment the book industry, there 
room for change and growth.

The choice materials equally 
inseparable from any artistic considera- 
tions. Providing the cloth good, there 
are innumerable ways lettering and 
decorating the backbone. Designers 
vary the preference. Many shout 
loudest for ink pigment leaf stamp- 
ing available large varieties colors. 
There are complaints that metallic foil 
does not stand when used large 
areas, although practical for small 
surfaces. Peeling and scraping has been 
swear that books done ten years ago 
colored metallic foil, even over ink 
panels, still look well today they 
did ten years ago when they were 
stamped. With ink stamping over ink 
panels chemical reactions sometimes 
cause discolorations lack 
hesion. 


Similar complaints were heard about 
imitation gold. Time and exposure 
perspiring, acid-y hands combined 
result discolorations, especially dark- 
ening. 

New loves for foil 

Many have reversed their unfavorable 
opinions metallic foil and imitation 
gold. For decorating covers detective 


stories and novels, which are not ex- 
pected stand the test time, foils 
and imitation gold have found ideal 
use. 

Aluminum foil has many devoted fol- 
lowers. Genuine gold stands unmatched 
preference, even though cost consid- 
erations sometimes eliminate from 
the field.

Diminishing bulk due 
weight decrease result shortages 
also destined present new prob- 
lems.

One the greatest problems facing 
production men today the manu- 
script copy they are required 
where every order always seems 
urgent, printers and production men 
have the habit rushing copy into 
composing rooms and then wondering 
why takes long receive galley 
proofs. When the costs are tabulated 
and usual found excessive 
they tend blame inefficiency when 
more often than not due poor 
copy preparation. 

With the ever increasing hour costs 
all kinds composition, copy con- 
dition more than ever vital factor 
not only the cost but the total 
output any plant. 

near perfect and style consistent 
copy cannot secured from editors 
then preparation departments. 
flexible need, should estab- 
lished and the customer charged for 
this service. any event, good clean 
copy well marked for setting will pay 
big dividends increased efficiency, 
morale and output. 

Rules for standardization copy 
preparation should understood and 
practiced. Much missionary work must 
done sales staffs. particularly 
like the rules for better typography 
suggested the Typographers As- 
sociation New York, Inc. (See 
Figure A.) There need for coun- 
try wide adoption standards this 
type are have the necessary 
progress needed.
